The voy- 
age was successful >y concluded at 
Seattle on the first of the month and 
the report of Captains Hertholf. of 
the Hear, and Jacobs, of the Man- 
ning, has Just been rece.ved by mail 

Weeks ago the government offi- 
cials at Nome sent word to the 
treasury department Mint n number 
of men and women were stranded 
there unable to reach the I'nited 
States betause of the failure of the 
MMrSaay that had employed them to 
pay them their wages.
